‘About Food 


GCENCS has found by investi 

gation that a good many 6f 
the beliefs cherished by a lot of 
people regarding food. are far 
from being correct. There is, 
| for example, the common idea 
that milk is composed mostly of 
water and therefore does not 
leave any significant waste for 
the intestines. As a matter of 
fact, milk leaves a great amount 
of residue—much more than that 
left by meat or eggs. 

Dr. James S. McBester, U.S, 
authority, has summarized the 
investigations of scores of scien 
tists who have experimented 
with various types of food.

MEAT BEST 

Meat is the. most. satisfying 
food in that it calls forth the 
greatest activity on the part of 
the stomach. 

Milk ranks next meat,

Bread, especially if toasted, has 
poor appetite-satisfying qualities, 
Potatoes are only a little higher.

A visit to any ranch will verify 
that this ancient type of thievery 
—which the old west thought it 
had stamped out years ago—is on 
again and gaining momentum. 


LESS FOOD: INCITES 
RUSTLING = 

For coast cities, growing rap- 
idly in population under the im- 
| petus of war industry and ship- 
ping business, cattle rustling has 
become a real problem. It Is 
one of the anachronisms of the

unequal allocation of foodstuffs 
in congested areas. 

A survey on several big ranches
